The cost of mepey epee | nitro-glycerine was considerably greater than 
during 1880, owing to the high price of crude and refined glycerine; and the 
cost of sulphuric acid was also slightly higher, owing to the advance in the 
price of brimstone. The cost of manufacturing nitric acid remained the same 
as in 1880. Detonators and electric fuses were produced at a less cost. The 
manufacture of fulminate of mercury having been carried on for little more 
than twelve months, the cost of production cannot be compared with previous 
years, but it was greatly under what the company had to pay for the article 
before they began to manufacture it. All the nitric and sulphuric acids and 
fulminate of mercury produced by the company were used in the other manu-

ReMARKS.—- This week our markets have forthe most part remained 
quiet, the tone has generally been dull, and buyers have been rather 
slow to effect purchases. It is, however, more in the speculative 
enquiry that there is so much inactivity, regular trade being still 
tolerably good, but in the absence of vitality in the demand for 
speculation but little life appears visible in the markets. It is, how- 
ever, satisfactory to note that the state of the trade, taken on the whole, is

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THE TRIMDON GRANGE COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 


It is a singular fact that in the case of explosions in mines result- 
ing in serious loss of life the evidence generally is to the effect that 
the collieries were the best ventilated and the safest known in the 
differents districts. ‘Trimdon Grange, where 74 persons were killed 
in February last, was no exception to what we have just stated, for, 
from the statements of several of the officials, the mine was particu- 
larly free from gas, was well officered, the rules were strictly en- 
forced, the ventilation was all that could be desired, and the lamps 
exceptionally good, whilst none of those recovered showed any in- 
dications whatever of having been tampered with. Yet an explosion 
took place of a most violent character, extending through a vast area 
of working places, dealing out death in all directions. Now, one would 
think if in one of the best ventilated mines a serious explosion took | 
place, those that were not to well off as regards air would be in a 
most desperate state indeed; yet these escaped, and the mine that 
was exceptionally free from gas and particularly well ventilated | 
was that which suffered. Were this theory to hold good there would 
be no inducements whatever to have a colliery well ventilated, and 
legislation for that purpose would be unnecessary, But in the face 
of the evidence given we must hold that there was a vast body of | 
gas accumulated by some means or other, and an insnflicient quan- | 


which the gas was ignited. The lamps found were not tampered 
with we are told by those who found and examined them, and if the 
light was not obtained from one of them then there is only one other 
cause to fall back upon—that is, the firing of ashot. That is the 
most likely means for accounting for the explosion. Every safe- 
guard, we are told, was taken with respect to the shot firing, persons 
being specially appointed for the purpose, and whose duty it also 
was to see that the men were out of the pit at the time this dan- 
gerous practice was being carried out. Yet with all these precau- 
tions 72 lives were lost in consequence of the explosion and two more 
from the effects of it in another pit. We believe it may, therefore, 
be considered that the probable cause was the shot firing. To pre- 
vent explosions in mines where gas is found we hold that safety can 
only be secured by prohibiting the practice of using powder in the 
bringing down of coal, and the use of the best form of locked safety 
lamps. Were this done explosions would be of rare occurrence, 
whilst the coal might be got without much extra trouble or cost, and 
in a more marketable condition, for powder makes a great deal more 
slack than is the case where wedges are used, 
practical one, were unable to say from what cause the explosion at 
Trimdon Grange took place, as there was no direct evidence to show. 
They recommended, however, that in future no shots be fired in the 
day time or during the time men are in the pit, within 40 yards of 
either standing or fallen goafs; also that more deputies be employed, 
and “also that a general report book should be kept, and that 
each official’s report book be copied into the book daily.”

With regard to fire-damp the improvements consist of a glass 
vessel containing mercury covered with a partition of pourous earth, 
having in the middle a central tube communicating with the mer- 
cary in the vessel. The pressure of air being equal in the tube and 
vessel, the mercury lies at the same level in both; but when fire- 
damp is in the air it penetrates through the porous partition and

A CoLLIFRY MANAGER FiNeD.—At the Bristol Police Court, on 
(hursday, Mr. William Mainwaring, the Certiticated Manager of the 
Pennywell-road Colliery, was summoned on the information of Mr. 
Richard Donald Bain, Her Majesty’s Assistant Inspector of Mines 
for the South-Western Distrist, for infringing the provisions of the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act, 1872, by neglecting to make, on Feb. 1, 
the annual return specifying the quantity of coal wrought in the 
mine, the number of persons working above and below ground, and 
the different classes and ages of the persons employed whose hours 
of labour are regulated by the Coal Mines Regulation Act.

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 

| <A Parliamentary retura has just been obtained by Sir Edward Wat- 
kin, with a view,to encourage and justify his Channel Tunnel scheme, 
showing the length in miles and yards of underground workings 
and passages in some of the principal collieries and metalliferous 
;mines in Englandand Wales. From this it appears that by far the 
' deepest shaft is at the Ashton Colliery at Addenshaw, near Man- 
chester, which has pierced the earth to the depth of 2820 ft. The 
next in vertical depth is the Dolcoath Mine in Cornwall, 2160 ft. 
|deep. The greatest depth where coal ‘is now being worked is, how- 
lever, at the Pendleton Colliery, at 2770 ft. Sir Edward Watkin will 
| now, it is remarked, be able to quote upon official authority that the 
length of the Channel Tunnel is altogether out-distanced by that of

THE MINERAL RICHES OF SIBERIA, AND ITS GOLD AND 
SILVER MINING. 

The mysterious region known as Siberia is generally presented to 
the mind of a Western European as the abode of the convict work- 
ing in the mines and never seeing the light of day, or of the wretc! ed 
exile who buried in the solitude of a wild and inhospitable clime 
lingers out a life of misery, We seldom hear of Siberia except in 
connection with transportation, and the very name of it causes 
an involuntary shudder; its importance in an economic sense occa- 
sioning only passing comment. It is only within the last two or 
three years that attention has been called to that country in con- 
nection with endeavours for the purpose of trade to open up a com- 
munication through the Arctic Ocean with its vast rivers the Ob and 
Yenissei, and which has been so successfully accomplished by the 
renowned Professor Nordenskjéld and others. It should be borne in 
mind that, little exploited as it is, it constitutes one of the chief 
sources from whence are derived many of the staples of trade for 
which Russia has been famed. It is 300 years since Siberia was an- 
nexed to Russia. From time immemorial that country was noted 
for fits fur animals, gold and silver, mammoth ivory, the enormous 
masses Of jasper and malachite obtained in Siberia, and all kinds of 
pietra dura that abound in Russian churches and palaces, and 
astonish foreigners who have called Siberia the Russian Indies.

It was shown in last week's 
Journal that the engineering difficulties were so small that the 
merest tyro would be equal to them, but that all that had hitherto 
been seen of Nature, as she asserts herself in geology, is against the 
success of the scheme. If Sir Edward Watkin can furnish any evi- 
dence opposed to this view we shall gladly afford him space for 
publishing it, but if he pretends to give facts he should give the 
whole facts, and not such a mutilated abstract of them as is con- 
| tained in the Parliamentary return just referred to. 








INDIAN GOLD MINES. 

The non-receipt of any intelligence of assured success, and the en- 
tire absence of anything in the shape of tangible results from quartz 
mining in India, have naturally raised the question as to how far the 
information which conveyed some two or three years ago the disco- 
very of auriferous deposits in the Madras Presidency, supplemented 
as it was by the production of some exceptionally rich specimens of 

| gold bearing quartz, was of a trustworthy character, and whether 
| the subsequent reports of mining experts who were sent out to test 
the nature of these discoveries contained more than a professional 
judgment, based upon superficial indications and unsupported by 
any evidence which would enable them to speak authoritatively of 
the existence of payable gold deposits. This inquiry is rendered the 
more pertinent by the recent resignation of Mr. Brough Smyth, a 
gentlemen of great mining experience, and mainly upon the strength 
of whose reports it may be said three-fourths of the companies now

haustible coal basins, copper, tin, salt, sulphur, and naphtha. It 
would be difficult to find a country possessing greater natural ad- 
vantages. There was not a reign which was not signalised by new 
discoveries in Siberia testifying to the economic importance of the 
country. Nowhere have such elaborate schemes been formed, such 
grand and extensive plans, and nowhere has Russian enterprise met 
with such bitter disappointment as in Siberia. Peter the Great 
called attention to the vast mineral wealth of the country and the 
sdvant. Miiller,in the reign of Catherine LI., wrote that owing to 
the abundance of iron Siberia was able to supply with manufac- 
tures of that metal not only herself but the whole of Russia. 
These riches are enormous at the present day, the Kouznetsky coal 
basin alone covers an area of some 40,000 square versts, containing 
iron ore, extensive forests, and the grand navigable Tom, so con- 
venient for the carriage of produce. ‘The Kouznsssey coal basin 
presents so many economical advantages for Siberia that only the 
coal mines of England, Belgium, and the Donetz coal measures of 
Russia can be compared with it. All this lies, with the exception of 
the gold and silver, buried undisturbed and unproductive. Although 
iron works are fully provided for still the manufacture of iron in 
Siberia does not progress. Siberia exports metals from the Ural, 
just like Russia does. Gersevanoff calculates that the total value of 
OL 
this to the share of the Ural chain falls 45,000,000 roubles, the 
Kolivano-Voskressensky Works about 5,000,000, and the Verchinsky 
Works 2,000,000 roubles. The total value of metals obtained in 
Siberia does not exceed 7,000,000 or 8,000,000 roubles, a sum quite 
insignificant as compared with the general totel. The Nerchinsky 
and Kolivano Vaskressensky Works, which have enjoyed the patron- 
age and support of the Government ever since the time of Peter the 
Great, have in the long run been maintained ata loss. As regards 
private enterprise the iron industry, which in 1840 was just coming 
into life in Eastern Siberia, succumbed to the gold fever There was 
no time to think of iron, writes Shouroffsky, the gold mania swal- 
lowed up everything. We know only of two ironworks existing in 
the present day in Siberia—those of Mr. Kousnessoff, in the pro- 
vince of Irkutsk—and the Ust-Abakinsky establishments in the 
Minoussinsky district of the government of Yenissusk, The pig and 
wrought iron produced at these works is equal to the best manufac- 
tured in the Urals. 

The regular working of gold mines .n Russia is, comparatively 
speaking, of recent date, the mineral riches of the Ural Mountains 
and Siberia—Zolotoye Dno—golden lead, as it is called, seem to 
have remained unexplored for a long period after its annexation to 
Russia three centuries ago.

Then there was the Bashkir rising, and 
the ereat Bougatcheff rebellion, which for a number of years stood 


in the way of the further development of this industry. This un- 
settled state of things caused the introduction of martial law, 
Serfdom was in its full vigour, the power of the mining authorities 


and voyevodas, or military governors, was absolute and unlimited; 
the obtaining of gold was the Czar’s perogative, and the latter were 
his representatives. It can, therefore, easily be imagined to what 
extent abuses of all kinds were rife, the innumerable lawsuits that 
were instituted on account of gold stealing and the various measures 
taken by the Government in order to put a stop to the nefarious 
pract se serve to corroborate all this. It is, therefore, not surprising 
to find that the quantity of gold returned as obtained from the year 
1754 to the year 1820, during a period of seventy-five years, should 
be only 1857 poods [1 pood = 36 lbs. English]. There cannot be 
the least doubt but that a much larger quantity was yielded by the 
workings, but owing to the prevalence of theft and the absence of 
a regular system of accountability and control, the loss of many 
documents and vouchers, it is impussible to determine the exact 
quantity with any degree of certainty. In proportion as these diffi- 
culties were removed and a regular system of control introduced so 
the yield of gold increased, particularly since private individuals 
were allowed to participate in the exploiting of gold mines. In 
the last and tke beginning of the present century gold was obtained 
from the silver-gold and gold veins of Altar and Nerchirsk, but with 
the discovery of auriferous sands it has been found more profitable 
to obtain the precious metal by the more cheaper process of wash- 
ing, so that all the old mines have been abandoned, with the excep- 
tion of the Government Berezof mines in the province of Perm, 
which were opened in 1754. The working of auriferous sands was 
first introduced by the Government mining establishments in the 
Ural in 1814, and then by private mine proprietors in 182%, then
